TEL AVIV. — District Court Judge 
Eliyahu Manny yesterday ordered a 
Herzliya Pituah publisher to pay a 
lawyer 010,000 (n damages for li- 
delling him.

Money in the treetops 


OWERRI, NIGERIA {Reuter). — 
Villagers near here have taken to 
climbing tree-tops at night to hide 
their money and valuables as a vio- 
lent wave of armed robbery sweeps 
the area. Widespread acts of rob- 
bery and vandalism have been re- 
corded in more than two dozen 
rural settlements of the east cen- 
tral state in the past three weeks,

— The 
Boeing 747 “Jumbo” airliner 
first introduced on the world’s 
air routes in January 1970 is 
proving to be something fess 
than 2 rousing fiscal success 
for some airlines. Several air- 
lines have either put their planes 
in mothballs, ripped out seats to 
add a cargo section, or turned 
them completely into cargo car- 
rier. 

Other companies have sold 
them off, have them up for sale 
or traded them in for smaller, 
leas advanced aircraft. ᾿ 

There is nothing wrong with 
the giant 374-seat airliner itself. 
PHots love the way it ‘handles, 
and admire the back-up, navi- 
gational and landing systems. 

Airline accountants are aware 
of the fact that a fully-loaded 
747 is a flying goldmine. Most 
passengers are awed by the size 
and comfort. Everyone likes the 
safety record (40,000 million pas- 
senger miles without a fatality 
— a record matched by few new 
airliners}. 

The problem is that there are 
too few passengers to fi the 
giant, and airlines are finding 
that, in a receasion, they are fly- 
ing with more empty seats than 
passengers. 


America's Braniff internetion- 
al airlines ordered two Ταῖς on 
inally. On ted brig 
cange ( See the “Great 
Pumpkin” or “Super Carrot’) 
flies every day between Dallas 
and Honolulu at a profit. But 
Braniff executives found that 
they could not find 8 route in 
their system to justify the use 
of the second 747.

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Demand higher prices for commercial culls 
Citrus growers: we'll bury fruit 
rather than sell it cheap to canners

TEL AVIV. — The citrus growers 
yesterday threatened to bury some 
500,000 tons of “commercial culls,” 
rather than sell them at low prices 
to the canning industry. 

This was stated yesterday by 
Mr. Elehu Izakson, chairman of 
the citrus section of the Farmers 
Federation. 

Mr. Izakson said the citrua sec- 
tion, which consists of private farm- 
rs, produces 40 per cent of the 
citrus raised in Israel. “And the 
cooperative sector has informed us 
that they will follow in our foot- 
steps.” He added that “this Is no 
idle threat — in 1951 we did bury 
the fruit.” 

{Mr, Menahem Savidor, chairman 
of the Citrus Products Canning 
Board, however, told The Jerusalem 
Post that he did not take the 
threat seriously. “After 411," he 


said, “it will cost the farmers more - 


to bury the fruit than to ship It to 
our canneries. We can’t raise the

Cold wave strikes 
as rain clears up

Cold weather gripped most of the 
country yesterday, as the skies 
cleared. All three major cities came 
in for frigid winds, but it was at 
the same time generally sunny. 

The weatherman last night fore- 
east fair-to-partly-cloudy weather 
for today, with a slight rise in tem- 
peratures. But more cold weather 
is in store for tonight. 

There was no more rain or snow 
in the upper Galilee and the Golan 
Heights yesterday, and Public 
Works Department snow ploughs 
cleared two routes for traffic to the 
Heights. Traffic on the Bnot 
Ya'acov-Kuneltra and Banya-Kuneit- 
Ta routes was resumed, including 
Egged’s bus service. However, the 
southern part of the Heights remains 
snowbound. 

In low-lying spots along the Hula 
Valley the temperature dipped to 
five degrees below zero on several 
recent nights but no serious frost 
damage to crops and plantations 
was reported. 

In some parts of Upper Galilee 
between 225 and 230 mm. of rain 
have already fallen — half the an- 
nual average. Farmers there are 
now worried about too much rain, 
as they see their lends fully satu- 
rai : 


Our Safad correspondent reported 
several hundred pine trees have col- 
lapsed under the weight of snow 
on Mount Canaan. Paths on the 
Mountain have been rendered unsafe 
by fallen. telephone poles as well as 
fallen trees, and several water pipes 
have burst. 

By last night, 206 mm. of rain 
had been measured by the meteoro- 
logical station on the mountafn, 
compared with only 141 mm. at the 
game period last year. 

During Saturday night ground 
temperature on the mountain was 
down to minus three degree. The 
mountain was still covered yester- 
day with a coat of snow between 
20 and 50 cms. thick. 

In Haifa, the rain stopped falling 
early yesterday and the 
weather was crisp, bright and 
sunny ali day, enabling the 
port to resume work at full speed. 

Across the border, in Jordan, 
beavy rain and snow during -the 
24 hours preceding last night iso- 
lated the southern part of the coun- 
try from the North. AFP reported 
from Ammen that the Jordanian 
Interior Ministry had announced 
that telephone service to foreign 
countries was cut off for some time.

— The Labour Party's 
younger leadership is pressing for 
changes in the Party constitution 
that will remove powers from the 
Leadership Bureau to the bigger

So far, Michael Harish, coordi- 
nator of the “Lashiluv” younger 
leadersmp circle aud the Party 
Youth Division, has gained 85 of 
the 100 signatures required for 
convening a special session of the 
Central Committee on this matter. 

The initiators of the debate want 
a more clear-cut division of power 
and function between the policy- 


making forums. They want to

ship Bureau, with the Secretariat 
convened for “ceremonial 
purposes.”
